Aruba’s bird populations 
are under pressure from the 
invasive Boa constrictor and 
our birds should be moni¬ 
tored on a yearly basis.

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Fukushima 'unlikely' to be new Chernobyl, 
says IAEA 



Japan's nuclear crisis is spawning 
concerns about 'another Chernobyl 

VIENNA,Austria (AFP) - The 
crisis at Japan's earthquake- 
damaged nuclear power plant 
is "unlikely" to turn into a new 
Chernobyl, which was the 
world's worst nuclear accident, 
the UN atomic watchdog said 
on. 

"Let me say that the possi¬ 
bility that the development of 
this accident into one like 
Chernobyl is very unlikely," 

Yukiya Amano told a news 
conference at the headquarters 
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of the International 
Atomic Energy 
Agency in Vienna. 

The current cri¬ 
sis at the 
Fukushima nuclear 
plant was caused 
not by human error 
or a design fault, as 
in the case of Cher¬ 
nobyl in Ukraine in 
1986, but by a 
"huge natural catas¬ 
trophe beyond imagination," 
Amano said. 

In addition, the reactors at 
Fukushima had been automat¬ 
ically shutdown when the 
earthquake hit, so "there is no 
chain reaction going on," the 
IAEA chief said. 

Furthermore, the Chernobyl 
reactor did not have a reactor 
vessel, while Fukushima does 
"and that reactor vessel is still 
contained" even after two ex¬ 
plosions there, he said. 

The "design is different and 
the structure is different. Based 
on this, it is very unlikely that 
Fukushima would develop into 
an accident like Chernobyl," 


Amano said. 

The IAEA also said it has 
no indication at the current 
time of a possible meltdown at 
the quake-hit nuclear reactors. 

"We have no indication of 
fuel that is currently melting at 
this point," said James Lyons, 
director of the IAEA's Safety 
at Nuclear Installations divi¬ 
sion. 

The current situation was 
"very dynamic... (but) given 
the information we have, we 
have not been told that at this 
point," the expert said. 

Amano said that Japan has 
officially asked the IAEA to 
send a team of experts to help 
in the current nuclear crisis. 

It had not yet been decided 
the exact nature of the assis¬ 
tance the watchdog would pro¬ 
vide, or when, he said. 

As soon as the massive 
earthquake hit Japan on Friday, 
damaging the Fukushima nu¬ 
clear plant located 250 kilome¬ 
tres (160 miles) northeast of 
Tokyo, the IAEA made a for¬ 
mal offer of assistance to the 
government. 
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CASTRIES, St Lucia - The St 
Lucia government said today 
that the recent attack on three 
gay visitors to the island ap¬ 
peared to be perpetrated by in¬ 
dividuals whose views do not 
reflect the sentiments of the 
majority flaw abiding citizens. 

In a statement, the authori¬ 
ties said that they were exten¬ 
ding “sincere apologies” and a 
speedy recovery to United 
States citizens Todd Wiggins, 
Michael Baker and Nick 
Smith, who were assaulted 
while on the island. 

“St Lucia does condone 
such acts of violence which ap¬ 
peared to be perpetrated by in¬ 
dividuals whose views do not 
reflect sentiments of the major¬ 
ity of law-abiding citizens. 


“Whether or not this crime 
was motivated by anti-gay sen¬ 
timent, or during the course of 
robbery, it is none-the-less un¬ 
acceptable behaviour and our 
destination will not tolerate it. 
Our law enforcement authori¬ 
ties are pursuing this matter re¬ 
lentlessly,” the statement 
noted. 

The three visitors were at¬ 
tacked as they showered to¬ 
gether in a cottage in the west 
coast town of Soufriere. 

One of the men has since 
taken his story to several lead¬ 
ing gay publications in the 
United States and has also doc¬ 
umented his ordeal on various 
social networks, suggesting 
that the incident represented a 
hate crime directed at gays.

G8 ministers meet on Libya 
no-fly zone 

PARIS (AFP) - The Group of 
Eight powers gathered in 
Paris to thrash out a common 
line on possible intervention 
to ground the warplanes 
pounding Libya's rebels. 

The G8 ministers were 
also to discuss devastating 
earthquake and tsunami in 
Japan, which have raised 
fears of a nuclear disaster 
after damage to a power 
plant, as well as economic 
concerns. 

In Libya, as forces loyal to 
strongman Moamer Khadhafi 
pushed their fierce assault 
against the rebels to the key 
town of Ajdabiya, the world's 
eight powers were seeking a 
common front, with host 
France pushing for a no-fly 
zone over Libya. 


French Foreign Minister 
Alain Juppe vowed to step up 
efforts to get approval for the 
measure, which is backed by 
the 22-nation Arab League, 
considered crucial for dealing 
with the region. 

But Britain and France, 
which are drafting a resolu¬ 
tion for the UN Security 
Council, failed last week to 
convince their European 
Union partners to back the 
move, and the United States 
and Russia are also luke¬ 
warm. 

"There hasn't been a com¬ 
plete refusal... we would pre¬ 
fer to act as quickly as 
possible," France's ambassa¬ 
dor to the UN, Gerard Araud, 
said after talks at the Security 
Council in New York.

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Tourism results records 3.57% increase 


ORANJESTAD — The tourism 
statistics for the first two 
months of 2011 are in and the 
results are very positive for our 
island. As of January an in¬ 
crease of 5.2% was noted with 
respect to the total number of 
visitors to the island as com¬ 
pared to January 2010. The 
month of February has contin¬ 
ued the same trend with an in¬ 
crease of 1.82% compared to 
that of February 2010. Hence, 
for the first two months of 2011 
we have recorded a significant 
increase of 3.57%. 

Minister of Tourism, Otmar 
Oduber expressed satisfaction 
with the positive results, but 
hastened to indicate that there 
are yet many challenges ahead 
of us to maintain this rate of in¬ 
crease. Venezuela, which is a 
constant challenge, has shown 
a very positive development 
during the first two months of 
2011 compared to that of 2010, 
which is extremely positive but 
that we must continue to give it 
much attention. 

Up to February 2011 the 
total amount of visitors from 
Venezuela was 11.299 which 


represents an increase of 
20.02% compared to the figures 
of 2010. This increase is a pos¬ 
itive development for our 
tourism, especially in view of 
the fact that Venezuela is our 
second largest market, accord¬ 
ing to the minister of tourism. 

Another development which 
deserves our attention is our 
principal market, the USA, 
which has shown a slight drop. 
Up to February we have noted 
a decrease of 1.02% compared 
to that of 2010. This drop is rel¬ 
ative to the reduction in flights 
from Boston. Oduber is giving 
this much attention and as of 
last year he has been meeting 
with various airlines to address 
this matter. 

On the other hand, other 
markets which are also impor¬ 
tant for our tourism such as 
Colombia, continues to show 
substantial increases. Up to 
February there has been a 
30.34% increase from Colom¬ 
bia compared to the same pe¬ 
riod in 2010. The same goes for 
the Argentine market which is 
growing steadily and receiving 
a lot of attention from the min¬ 


ister of tourism. The number of 
visitors from Suriname has 
grown to a whopping 43.55% 
during the first two months of 
2011. 

Other destinations from the 
Southern region such as Chile, 
Peru and Ecuador have reported 
the following figures, respec¬ 
tively: 240.28%, 19.80% and 
50.96%. 

These figures indicate that 
there is a healthy diversification 
of markets seeking out Aruba as 
a tourism destination. 

With respect to the Euro¬ 
pean market, Minister Oduber 
observed that from this area 
also the number of visitor ar¬ 
rivals have continued to show 
increases. From Holland there 
is an increase of 5.49%, Great 
Britain 17.49% and from Italy 
a significant increase of 
125.16%. The heavy increase 
from Italy is as a result of the 
direct flights from Milan with 
the Eden Viagi airline. 

Oduber remarked that he 
was extremely pleased with the 
positive results and that he is 
committed to working hard to 
maintain this trend and to im-

Europe takes new look at 
nuclear safety after 
Japan quake 


Developer Jailbreaks iPad 
2 Remotely 


BRUSSELS (AFP) - Europe 
scrambled to review safety 
measures at scores of atomic 
reactors as authorities Mon¬ 
day moved to reassure the 
public and safeguard the nu¬ 
clear industry in light of 
events in Japan. 

With more than 150 reac¬ 
tors scattered across the con¬ 
tinent in half as many nuclear 
power plants, the European 
Union said it was convening 
emergency talks in Brussels 
on Tuesday gathering energy 
ministers, national nuclear 
safety officials and big nu¬ 
clear companies. 

"The aim is to get first-hand 
information on contingency 
plans and safety measures in 
place," said the European 
Commission, the 27-nation 
bloc's executive arm. 

But as Japan struggled to 
cope with feared reactor 
meltdowns after a massive 
earthquake, anti-nuclear pro¬ 
testers took to the streets 
across Europe, forcing gov¬ 
ernments onto the defensive 


while non-nuclear Austria re¬ 
iterated its fears of nuclear 
power. 

"Our neighbours are bank¬ 
ing on nuclear energy," said 
Austrian Environment Minis¬ 
ter Nikolaus Berlakovich. 

"We are demanding maxi¬ 
mum safety guarantees for 
the Austrian people and all of 
our neighbours must be able 
to provide the same guaran¬ 
tee for their citizens," he said. 

Most EU nations use nu¬ 
clear energy, led by France 
with 19 plants and 58 reactors. 
Of the others, Britain has nine 
plants and 19 reactors, Ger¬ 
many (12 and 17), Sweden (7 
and 16), Spain (6 and 9), Bel¬ 
gium (2 and 7), Finland (4), 
Hungary (4), Bulgaria (2), 
Greece (1), Lithuania (1), 
Netherlands (2), Romania (2), 
Slovakia (4), Slovenia (1) and 
Czech Republic (6). 

"Can they resist earth¬ 
quakes? How do their reactor 
cooling systems function?"

"Congrats to @comex for 
jailbreaking yet another 
brand new device (iPad2) 
while 2500 miles away from 
it!," @iphone_dev tweeted, 
revealing that the task was 
done remotely. 


A public version of the 
hack hasn't been posted yet, 
but buzz on Twitter suggests 
that it will be soon for both 
the Wi-Fi and 3G models of 
the iPad 2 on both Verizon 
and AT&T.

Elderly Tend to Drive Slower to Make Up for Reaction Time 


— One reason that elderly 
people tend to be slower driv¬ 
ers than younger people is 
because they have a narrower 
field of vision and have more 
difficulty seeing pedestrians, 
according to a new study. 

Israeli researchers tested 
experienced elderly and non- 
elderly drivers, and compared 
the differences between them 
in reaction times and when 


pedestrians were perceived as 
hazards. Driving simulator 
tests showed that the elderly 
drivers noticed pedestrians 
half as often as younger driv¬ 
ers and also took longer to re¬ 
spond to hazardous situations 
involving pedestrians. 

The elderly drivers re¬ 
duced their driving speed by 
almost 20 percent in order to 
give themselves more time to 


respond to hazards and dan¬ 
gers, said the team at Ben- 
Gurion University of the 
Negev. 

"These findings 

strengthen the notion that 
elderly drivers, shown to 
have a narrower useful field 
of view, may also be limited 
in their ability to detect haz¬ 
ards, particularly when out¬ 
side the center of their view 


Tal Oron-Gilad, of the de¬ 
partment of industrial engi¬ 
neering, said in a university 
news release. 

She added that "authori¬ 
ties should be aware of these 
limitations and increase eld¬ 
erly drivers' awareness of 
pedestrians by posting traffic 
signs or dedicated lane marks 
that inform them of potential 
upcoming hazards." 


Nuclear 
contamination: 
The options 

PARIS, France (AFP) - Evac¬ 
uation, temporary shelter and 
iodine pills are the chief 
weapons for protecting civil¬ 
ians against nuclear fallout, ex¬ 
perts say. 

A blast on week-end that 
wrecked the concrete shell sur¬ 
rounding the No. 1 reactor at 
Japan's Fukushima nuclear 
plant released radioactive 
vapour but not at levels dan¬ 
gerous for human health, ac¬ 
cording to Japanese officials. 


Elderly people, evacuated 
from the area near the 
Fukushima nuclear plant, 
read a newspaper. 

Specialists say the authori¬ 
ties have a several-pronged 
strategy for shielding civilians 
if there is an explosive breach 
of the reactor, as in the April 
26 1986 Chernobyl disaster. 

In that event, a cloud of ra¬ 
dioactive dust spread over 
parts of Ukraine and Belarus, 
triggering a surge in cancer 
and birth defects. The death 
toll ranges from a UN 2005 es¬ 
timate of 4,000 to tens or even 
hundreds of thousands, pro¬ 
posed by non-governmental 
groups. 

"There are three weapons 
against contamination — evac¬ 
uation, confinement and io¬ 
dine," said Patrick Gourmelon, 
director of radioprotection at a 
French nuclear watchdog, the 
Institute for Radioprotection 
and Nuclear Safety (IRSN). 

About 200,000 people have 
already been evacuated from 
residential areas around 
Fukushima, located 250 kilo¬ 
metres (120 miles) north of 
Tokyo. 

Confinement is a highly ef¬ 
fective tool pending evacua¬ 
tion to a safer area. 

In a nuclear alert, the au¬ 
thorities also hand out iodine 
pills to prevent cancers of the 
thyroid, which is a particular 
risk for babies, young children, 
teenagers and expectant or 
breast-feeding mothers. 

One of the many unknowns 
at Fukushima is the fate of 
plant personnel and emergency 
workers, who may have been 
exposed to a higher radiation 
risk.

Bombed Iraq-Turkey oil pipeline reopens: 
ministry 

BAGHDAD (AFP) - A key 
Iraqi pipeline bombed by 
saboteurs last week is back 
in action, pumping oil to the 
Turkish port of Ceyhan, an 
oil ministry spokesman said. 

"The repairs were done in 
record time and pumping re¬ 
sumed late Sunday. The flow 
rate now is about 500,000 barrels a day," Asim Jihad told AFP. 
A bomb last week at Ninawa, some 110 kilometres (70 miles) 
west of the city of Kirkuk, forced the complete shutdown of the 
pipeline which transports 450,000 to 500,000 barrels of crude 
oil per day to Ceyhan. "A segment of the pipeline was replaced 
and another leak was fixed," said an official of of the state- 
owned North Oil Company, which operates the pipeline. 

An NOC official had told AFP oil shipments through Ceyhan 
had not been interrupted during repairs, because reserves were 
kept at Ceyhan. 

Iraqi pipelines have often been targeted by militants in recent 
years. Unidentified attackers detonated a bomb overnight on 
February 26 at the Baiji refinery, 200 kilometres (124 miles) 
north of Baghdad. 

A few days later, authorities foiled a second attack against the 
refinery, when an improvised bomb was found and defused, of¬ 
ficials said. Iraq produces 2.6 million barrels of crude oil per 
day, of which some two million barrels are exported.

Tokyo stocks hammered, BoJ 
unleashes record funds 



TOKYO (AFP) - Japanese 
stocks tumbled yesterday and 
the central bank pumped a 
record amount of cash in a bid 
to soothe money markets 
shaken by Japan's biggest ever 
earthquake, a devastating 
tsunami and a nuclear emer¬ 
gency. 

The Bank of Japan said it 
would pump in a record 15 tril¬ 
lion yen ($184 billion) to help 
stabilise the short term-money 
market, making good on its 
pledge that it would unleash 
"massive" funds following the 
quake. 

An additional 6.8 trillion 
yen will be deployed this week, 
including 3 trillion in bond pur¬ 
chases, bringing the total avail¬ 
able to 21.8 trillion yen. 

The BoJ will also double a 
five trillion yen asset purchase 
scheme to help buffer the econ¬ 
omy from the shock of Japan's 
strongest ever quake, and left 
its key rate at between zero and 
0.1 percent. 

But the move provided little 
relief for unnerved traders, with 


LONDON, England (AFP) - 
Hotels in London have begun 
raising their room prices for 
next year's Olympic Games, 
with one establishment hik¬ 
ing up their tariffs fivefold, 
the Financial Times reported.

But Japan faces a huge chal¬ 
lenge in financing it without 
expanding a public debt that is 
already the industrialised 
world's biggest at around 200 
percent of GDP. The nation's 
credit rating was recently 
downgraded on concerns that 
not enough is being done to ad¬ 
dress it.

Flower power drug icon dies in Australia: 
family 


LOS ANGELES (AFP) - 
Owsley "Bear" Stanley, who 
supplied LSD to the 1960s 
flower power generation and 
worked closely with psyche¬ 
delic band The Grateful 
Dead, died Sunday in a car 
crash in Australia, his family 
said. 

Stanley, who was 76, 
started as a sound engineer 
for the band and is credited 
with developing hifi technol¬ 
ogy which is now taken for 
granted, such as on-stage 
monitors for bands to hear 
themselves while playing. 

But he was more remem¬ 
bered for the pure form of 
LSD he manufactured, fuel¬ 
ing the flower power counter¬ 
culture which exploded out 
from San Francisco in the 
mid to late 1960s. 

Stanley died when his car 
swerved off a road and 
slammed into a tree, media 
reports said. Queensland po¬ 
lice said a 76-year-old died at 
the scene while his female 



passenger was taken to 
Cairns Base Hospital with 
minor injuries. 

"We are extremely sad¬ 
dened to report that Owsley 
"Bear" Stanley, our beloved 
patriarch, died in an automo¬ 
bile accident near his home in 
Far North Queensland Aus¬ 
tralia," said a family state¬ 
ment 

"The family asks for pri¬ 
vacy while we deal with this 
tragedy," added the state¬ 
ment, issued by former 


Grateful Dead tour manager 
Sam Cutler. 

The grandson of a former 
governor of Kentucky, Stan¬ 
ley was the original LSD 
"cook" who produced large 
quantities of LSD at his lab in 
San Franciso. He was ar¬ 
rested several times for drug 
making. 

He briefly managed the 
Grateful Dead and oversaw 
their live sounds at a time 
when little thought was given 
sound systems in public are¬ 
nas. His tape recordings of 
Dead concerts were turned 
into live albums. 

Stanley reportedly became 
an Australian citizen in 1996 
and lived near the northeast¬ 
ern Australian city of Cairns, 
where he worked as an artist, 
making gold and enamel 
sculptures. 

He is survived by his wife 
Sheila, four children, eight 
grandchildren and two great¬ 
grandchildren. 


China approves Bob Dylan concert in 
Beijing 


BEIJING (AFP) - China's 
culture ministry has con¬ 
firmed American music leg¬ 
end Bob Dylan will be 
allowed to play in Beijing, 
the first time in the singer's il¬ 
lustrious career he will have 
performed in the country. 

The ministry said in a 
brief statement that Dylan — 
the writer of some of rock's 
most iconic and politically 
charged songs — must per¬ 
form "strictly according to an 
approved program". 

Dylan will be allowed to 
play in Beijing from March 
30 to April 12, the ministry 
said, without mentioning if 
the singer would also be 
granted permission to per¬ 



form in Shanghai. 

Beijing-based promoters 
Gehua-LiveNation said last 
week that Dylan, who turns 
70 in May, would play in the 
capital's Workers' Gymna¬ 


sium on April 6 and then hole 
a concert at the Shanghai 
Grand Stage in on April 8. 

The concerts were timed 
to mark Dylan's 50 years as a 
performer, the promoters 
said. 

The news comes a year 
after a Taiwan promoter said 
its bid to take Dylan to China 
was scuttled after the Beijing 
government refused to ap¬ 
prove shows by the per¬ 
former. 

Dylan is best known for 
the politically-inspired songs 
of his early career, including 
"The Times They Are A- 
Changin'" and his anti-war 
anthem "Blowin' in the 
Wind."

The African Spurred Tor¬ 
toise (Geochelone sulcata) 
still fits neatly in the palm of 
Gresak's hand, but it could 
grow to 90 centimetres, SITA 
reported. 

Magdalena's fifth foot 
sticks out between the two 


heads, which move independ¬ 
ently. 

Gresak insisted the turtle 
can thank its lucky stars that it 
was born in captivity. 

It would likely perish 


among predators in the wild 
as there is not enough room 
inside the shell for both 
Magda and Lena to hide their 
heads at once, he said.

NEW DELHI (AFP) - Pak¬ 
istan brushed aside Zim¬ 
babwe on Monday to book 
their place in the World Cup 
quarter-finals as Bangladesh 
stayed on course for the 
knockout phase, cruising to a 
win against the Netherlands. 

All four qualifiers in 
Group A are now decided, 
with co-hosts Sri Lanka, Aus¬ 
tralia and New Zealand join¬ 
ing Pakistan in the last eight. 

In the tougher Group B, 
no team has yet reached the 
next stage but Bangladesh 
moved into the top four on 
Monday, pushing England 
into fifth spot. India, South 
Africa and West Indies cur¬ 
rently occupy the other 
places. 

In a rain-affected match in 
Pallekele in Sri Lanka, Pak¬ 
istan restricted Zimbabwe to 
151-7 in 39.4 overs before a 
second rain interruption cur¬ 
tailed the innings. 

Man-of-the-match Umar 
Gul, with 3-36, was the pick 
of the bowlers as Zimbabwe's 
Craig Ervine fought a lone 
battle, hitting a patient 52 off 
82 balls. 

Pakistan, set a revised 
162-run target in 38 overs 
under the Duckworth-Lewis 
formula, finished on 164-3 
after 34.1 overs on the back 
of an unbeaten 78 by Asad 
Shaflq and 49 from Moham¬ 
mad Hafeez. 

Left-arm spinner Ray¬ 
mond Price (2-21) slowed 
Pakistan but they never 
looked remotely like falling 
short of the modest target. 

Skipper Shahid Afridi said 
Pakistan were targeting top 
spot in Group A to avoid a 
more tricky assignment in the 
last eight. 

A win over defending 


champions Australia in 
Colombo on Saturday will go 
a long way in helping that 
ambition. 

"We will definitely play 
well against Australia. It's a 
match which we'll take very 
seriously," said Afridi, whose 
side are a point better off than 
the champions but who have 
played a game more. 

In the earlier match in 
Chittagong the Netherlands 
slumped to 160 all out in 46.2 
overs despite 53 not out from 
the dangerous Ryan ten 
Doeschate. 

Abdur Razzak picked up 
3-29 in 10 overs, while fel¬ 
low spinners skipper Shakib 
A1 Hasan and Suhrawadi 
Shuvo claimed one wicket 
apiece. 

In a reckless display of 
running between the wickets, 
the Netherlands lost four 
batsmen to run outs. 

Untroubled Bangladesh 
surpassed the target in the 
42nd over with left-handed 
Imrul Kayes making 73 not 
out. 

"It was a nervous win be¬ 
cause we had to win to stay in 
the contest. I thought the 
boys showed their character 
and bowled in really good 
areas and kept the pressure 
on," said Shakib. 

Shakib admitted the team 
would keep one eye on the 
West Indies-England game 
even as the players prepared 
for the match against South 
Africa. 

"Of course we will watch 
that match, but as far as we 
are concerned, it will change 
nothing. Our future should 
remain in our hands. The bot¬ 
tom line is that we have to 
beat South Africa." 

If the West Indies beat 


Vusi Sibanda caught by Mis- 
World Cup Group A match at 

England on Thursday in 
Chennai, Bangladesh will 
qualify regardless of the out¬ 
come of the South Africa 
match. If England win, 
Bangladesh would need to 
beat the Proteas. 

Dutch skipper Peter Bor- 
ren admitted his team, who 
have had a miserable World 
Cup with five defeats in five 
games, had let themselves 
down. 

Meanwhile, in-form South 
African batsman AB de Vil- 
liers has undergone a scan on 
a left thigh injury ahead of 
Tuesday's match against Ire¬ 
land at Eden Gardens in 
Kolkata where a will put the 
Proteas into the last eight. 


PARIS (AFP) - If Bayern 
Munich succeed in knocking 
titleholders Inter Milan out of 
the Champions League it will 
spark a day of rejoicing at the 
Bavarian giants, coach Louis 
van Gaal said on Monday. 

Van Gaal's men go into 
Tuesday's last 16 tie at their 
Allianz Arena as favourites 
after taking the first leg in 
Milan 1-0, but despite that 
advantage van Gaal sounded 
a note of caution. 

"My team have regained 
their confidence (after ham¬ 
mering Hamburg 6-0 in the 
league on Saturday). 

"But Inter are difficult ri¬ 
vals, we have to pay atten¬ 
tion. 

"From a statistical point of 
view we're favourites be¬ 
cause I believe only one team 
has managed to qualify for 
the quarter-finals after losing 
their first leg 1-0 at home. 

"If we eliminate the Euro¬ 


pean champions it will be a 
day of rejoicing for everyone, 
for me and for the club." 

Asked at the eve of match 
press conference whether he 
would stay on if he guided 
Bayern to the Champions 
League title, van Gaal 
replied: "We've made a deci¬ 
sion with the management, 
we're going to divorce (at the 
end of the season), because 
we've got different philoso¬ 
phies and we don't want to 
continue our association in 
this climate. 

"It's a super club, without 
doubt the best organised in 
the world, we have the best 
conditions. 

"Every manager would 
like to work in these condi¬ 
tions, for sure I'm sad not to 
be able to continue my work 
at the head of this club and 
with this extraordinary group 
of players." 


Wozniacki ends Martinez jinx in style 



INDIAN WELLS (AFP) - 
Top seed Caroline Wozniacki 
stepped up her bid to win her 
first Indian Wells title by 
brushing aside Maria Jose 
Martinez Sanchez to reach 
the fourth round on Monday. 

The 20-year-old Wozni¬ 
acki, who lost to Sanchez in 
their three previous matches, 
swept past the Spaniard in 
straight sets 6-1, 6-3 in the $9 
million dollar WTA and ATP 
Masters 1000 hardcourt tour¬ 


nament. 

Wozniacki, who needs a 
strong showing in Indian 
Wells to hold onto her No. 1 
ranking, dispatched Sanchez 
in just 71 minutes, winning 
85 percent of her second- 
serve opportunities and sav¬ 
ing two break points. 

"I had to focus on my own 
serve," Wozniacki said. "She 
has a pretty tricky serve, so 
once I had broken her, I just 
needed to keep my serve. 

"That sounds very easy, 
but it's difficult to do some¬ 
times. 

"I had to fight till the last 
point, because you never 
know what to expect." 

Wozniacki, Danish-born 
of Polish parentage, moves 
on to the fourth round where 
she will face the winner of a 
match between Russian Alisa 
Kleybanova and 13th seed 
Flavia Pennetta of Italy. 

Sanchez had beaten Woz¬ 
niacki three times previously 


dating back to the final of the 
2009 Bastad clay court tour¬ 
nament where the Spaniard 
won 7-5, 6-4. 

Each year Wozniacki has 
improved her showing at In¬ 
dian Wells, reaching the final 
last year where she lost to Je- 
lena Jankovic 6-2, 6-4. 

All four of her losses in 
the California desert have 
been to top 10 players and 
this is the first year she has 
come into this event as world 
number one. 

This is her second stint as 
the top ranked player having 
reclaimed the title on Febru¬ 
ary 21 from Kim Clijsters. 
She also had it for 18 weeks 
beginning in October of 
2010 .

Watney seizes World Golf Championship at Doral 


MIAMI (AFP) - Nick Wat¬ 
ney arrived at the $8.5 mil¬ 
lion Cadillac Championship 
one of the hottest players in 
golf, if not the most famous, 
and he departed with his first 
World Golf Championships 
title. 

With four consecutive top- 
10 finishes under his belt this 
year, Watney deserved to be 
among the favourites for the 
elite WGC event at Dorafs 
Blue Monster, where he fin¬ 
ished a close second two 
years ago. 


The 29-year-old may not 
have been a name on every¬ 
one's lips, but he soon will be 
if he keeps playing like he did 
on Sunday. 

The unassuming Californ¬ 
ian started the final round two 
strokes behind overnight 
leader Dustin Johnson, but 
emerged from the pack to 
clinch a well-deserved two- 
stroke victory. 

"It's the biggest day of my 
golfing career," Watney said 
after an emphatic birdie at the 
difficult final hole to shoot 67 


and finish at 16-under-par 
272, just his third victory on 
the US PGA Tour. 

"This means so much and 
I'm very, very excited. Top- 
10 finishes are nice but win¬ 
ning is what counts out here 
and that's how you're meas¬ 
ured. 

"To win against this field, 
it's a huge honour. I'm very 
proud I was able to mentally 
and physically execute down 
the stretch under pressure. I'll 
store that in my memory 
bank." 


Watney boosted his bank 
balance by $1.4 million but, 
as he indicated, the increase 
in his confidence will be 
priceless. 

In 2009, Watney was mil¬ 
limetres from being in a play¬ 
off with Phil Mickelson here, 
only to watch his chip shot at 
the final hole stop on the edge 
of the cup. 

And just last August he 
had a three-stroke lead going 
into the final round of the 
PGA Championship, only to 
blow up with a demoralising 


81. 

"Just the let-down and dis¬ 
appointment of the way I per¬ 
formed that day came into 
my head," Watney admitted. 

Johnson shot 71 for sec¬ 
ond place on 14-under, with 
Dane Anders Hansen (67) 
and Italian Francesco Moli- 
nari (69) another stroke back 
in a tie for third. 

Tiger Woods was never in 
contention, but a closing 66, 
equal to the day's best score, 
lifted him to equal 10th, eight 
strokes off the pace.

NYSP Captain Steven Ni- 
grelli said the car Martin was 
driving crossed the center 
line of the road and struck a 
utility pole before coming to 
rest against a tree. 

Nigrelli said witnesses 


saw Martin with his head 
slumped and eyes closed at 
the wheel and it appeared that 
he had "an undetermined 
medical emergency” prior to 
the accident. 

An autopsy is to be con¬ 
ducted to determine the cause 
of death, police said. 

"Rick was not only one of 
the greatest players in fran¬ 


chise history, he was a great 
friend to the Sabres organiza¬ 
tion and entire community,” a 
statement from the team said. 

"The thoughts and prayers 
of the entire Sabres organiza¬ 
tion go out to his wife, 
Mikey, and their two sons, 
Corey and Josh.” 

Martin was selected fifth 
overall by the Sabres in the 


1971 draft, and made an im¬ 
pact on the team the follow¬ 
ing season when he scored 
what was then an NHL rookie 
record 44 goals. 

A native of LaSalle, Que¬ 
bec, Richard Lionel Martin 
played left wing on a line 
centered by Gilbert Perreault 
and Rene Robert, which be¬ 
came known as The Trench 
Connection.
